New Butter Market 


Commercial :— 

The Opening of a market in Japan 
fer butter from the creameries of 
Manitoba and the Territories, and the 
partial recovery of the Yukon butter 
trade fer Canada are noteworthy 
ashievements for one season. 


Such is the pleasing information 
contained in a report from the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
While British Columbia stili continues 
te be the chief consumer of Terr:- 
terial butter, the outlook for a large 
trade with Japan is satisfactory. 
Despite the war, shipments of Cana- 
dian butter to the Britain of the ; 
irient this season amounted to 34,- 
G00 pounds from government cream- 
-ies alone. Considering that before 
the ¢ exhibition, in the -fall of 
i908, there was scarcely any Canadian 
butier sent to Japan, this is a very 
good showing. The winning back of 
the Yukon trade is a matter of very 
great importanee, and shows what 
can be done by expert attention to 
details of shipment and marketing. 
In fact this year Canada supplied 
two-fifths of the total Yukon con- 


sumption of butter, or 200,000 out of 
500,000 pounds. What makes the 


fact of the Dominion capturing fifty 
per cent. of this trade so satisfactory 
is that until i903 about the only Cac- 


agian butter consumed in the Yukon 
was that scnt to the Mounted Police. 
The Canadian article had a bad name 
go account of the inferior quality of 
some shipments when che country 
was first opened up. By careful ex- 
geriment with various styles of tins 
and packages the Dairy Division has 
discovered how a first class article 
properly packed, could be shipped to 
the Yukon at a profit, and as a re- 
sult orders for 90,000 pounds were re- 


ceived last year, which amount was 
more than doubled this season. 
As prices have been pretty good 


this has been a vyery satisfactory 
@airy seasOn for ‘the North-west. 
Prospects, too, are ‘bright. W hile 


owing to freight rates and other ex- 
penses trade cannot be profitably 
carried on with Great Britain at pres- 
ent, the new market in Japan prom- 
ises to become an imporiant one. The 
total consumption of butter is not 
large, but the Department reports 
that there are prospects of a decided 
increase in the demand for the Can- 
adian article after the close of the 
war. And it is probable that the 
censumption of butter will increase 
rapidly, just as the Japanese demand 
for other foreign products has crown. 
An increase next season in the Yu- 
kon butter trade proportienaxte to 


the gain of last year would give Can- 
ada a monopoly ef the Yukon market.
